The plight of these Jews baffles description and their number is increasing 
as Jewish survivors arrive from neighboring townships. A local Jewish com- 
mittee is functioning, and is doing its best to provide food for the needy Jews 
from the 124 soup kitchens which have been established to feed the hungry pop- 
ylation. Most of these kitchens are located in the Praja section of Warsaw. 

Escorted by Colonel A. Finkelstein of the Polish Army in a tour throughout 
the debris of Warsaw, I found all houses in the ghetto leveled to the ground. 
Not a single synagogue building remaining in the city which had dozens of syna- 
gogues before the outbreak of the war. No trace is left of any of the streets 
which were thickly populated with Jews in pre-war time and which were formed 


into a ghetto soon after the occupation of the city.

NEW YORK — Emphasizing 
that unity among Jewish 
groups “can still .be achieved 
and that it is our solemn duty 
to achieve it,” Judge Joseph M. 
Proskauer, president of the 
American Jewish Committee, 
this week appealed to all Ameri- 
ean Jews, asking for “calm de- 
liberation and judgment” in the

The meeting heard an address 
by Sumner Welles in which he 
recommended the establishment 
of a Jewish Homeland in Pales- 
tine. 

Asserting that he believed in 
the “possibility of a successful 
and prosperous autonomous com- 
monwealth of Palestine,” Mr. 
Welles added: “I am equally con- 
vinced that no lasting nor con- 
structive solution will be found 
through violence, through force, 
nor through attempted imposi- 
tion. I fully share the views ex- 
pressed by that outstanding and 
wise statesman, Dr. Weizmann,

ATLANTIC CITY—A meeting 


attended only by chairmen of 
local Zionist Emergency Councils 
of the Eastern Region ostensibly 
to head off the Silver avalanche, 
was completely successful, it was 
felt, although at first the forces 
behind Rabbi Stephen S. Wise 
spent not a few worried moments.

Meanwhile delegates began to 
interrupt. Nathan Brodsky of 
Newark declared; “You drove 
out dynamic leadership, and creat- 
ed resentment in the rank and 
file.” Lester Cohen, of Uniontown, 
Pa., who had cireularized the 
chairmen present in behalf of 
Rabbi Silver, made the same 
charge, and was followed by Jos- 
eph Hulbert of Atlanic City, who 
offered a resolution calling for 
appointment of a committee to 
bring Silver back into leadership. 
Judge Levinthai, who was pre- 
siding, ruled the resolution out of 
order. 

F.D.R.’s Stand Explained 

When Rabbi William Silverman 
of Gastonia, N. C., and Rabbi 
Benjamin Schultz, of Yonkers, 
N. Y., wanted to know why Roose- 
velt opposed the resolution after 
having practically endorsed it on 
other occasions, Mr. Shulman ans- 
wered that Roosevelt had request- 
ed that no congressional resolu- 
tions dealing with any foreign 
policies be introduced. “There 
could be no resolution,” Mr. Shul- 
man said, “On Greece, on Poland 
or on any other matter, so why 
should Palestine be singled out?” 

Rabbi Wise then reported on 
his interview with President 
Roosevelt just before the Presi- 
dent left for the Big 3 conference.

Six Admit Attack 
On Jewish Students

CHICAGO — Anti-Semitism has 
penetrated classrooms and school- 
yards of Chicago public schools, 
it was charged this week by 22 
Protestant ministers in a letter 
sent to city and church officials. 
The letter was issued under aus- 
pices of the Chicago Regional Ac- 
tion committee of “The Protes- 
tant,” which is said to be asso- 
ciated with more than 5,000 min- 
isters in the United States. 

The letter referred to the fight 
between students of Von Steuben 
and Amundsen high schools when 
about 20 Jewish students from 
the former school were attacked 
after a basketball game between 
the two groups on Jan. 19. 

Meanwhile eight of the Jewish 
students in the case appeared at 
the Summerdale police station in 
an effort to identify Amundsen 
high school youth. who attacked 
them. Of 12 Amundsen students 
called, only one was identified by 
his attacker. 

A few hours before the iden- 
tification meeting, six Amundsen 
youths voluntarily admitted par- 
ticipation in the incident to Capt. 
John L. Sullivan of the station. 

The boy making the identifica- 
tion said he would not ask his 
mother to sign a complaint, and 
the Amundsen pupil identified 
was placed under jurisdiction of a 
police juvenile officer. 

Sullivan lectured the six youths 
on being “real Americans” and 
“acting like good fellows instead 
of rowdies.” Sullivan said later 
that “We've done everything we 
can. The problem now is in the 

ands of the schools from here 
on in.”

Jewish Children 
Refuse to Quit 
Christian Homes

LUBLIN—The reported attach- 


ment of many Jewish children in 
Poland to their Christian protec- 
tors is one of the serious prob- 
lems faced by the Central Jewish 
Committee here in its endeavors 
to unite the children with their 
parents or surviving relatives. 

Some of the Jewish children in 
the Warsaw ghetto who were 
sheltered by Christian families, in 
many instances as long as four 
years or more, are reported to 
have refused to return to their 
parents because they are Jews. 
Others were so young when they 
were torn away from their homes 
that they have no recollection of 
their parents. During the years 
they were sheltered in Christian 
homes they adjusted themselves 
to their new surroundings in such 
a way that they have lost all con- 
sciousness of their Jewish origin. 
This is particularly true of the 
younger children. 


Dental Society Hits 
Report Limiting Jews

NEW YORK—The First Dis- 
trict Dental Society of New York, 
largest component of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association went on 
record this week opposing a re- 
port of the Dental Education 
Council of the ADA, which urged 
that dental colleges admit a small- 
er number of Jewish students. 
Similar action was taken at the 
same time, by the Second District 
Council of the ADA. 

Earlier the National Conference 
of Christians and Jews and Free- 
dom House issued statements at- 
tacking the report, which, while 
not mentioning Jews by name, 
criticized the “racial and geogra- 
phical imbalance” of the student 
body in dental schools.

National Jewish 

Groups Won't Tell 

But It's in Daily Papers

In the fall of 1942 a national 
cross-section of high school stu- 
dents were handed a card which 
had on it these names: Swedes, 
Protestants, Negroes, Catholics, 
Jews, Irish, Chinese. After look- 
ing at the list they were asked 
which two of that list would rep- 
resent their last choices as room- 
mates. Negroes, Jews and Chin- 
ese were listed away out in front 
as being undesirable roommates. 
These high school students were 
then asked whether there were 
any on that list they would re- 
fuse to work with on a job if 
they had an equal position and 
worked side by side. 

Twenty-one per cent said they 
would not work side by side 
with Negroes and 7 per cent 
said they would not work side by 
side with Jews. The students 
were then asked whether there 
were any on that list that they 
would not consider marrying. 
Ninety-two per cent named Neg- 


roes, 73 per cent, Chinese, 51 
per cent Jews and 16 per cent 
Catholics. 


Also during the fall of 1942 a 
eross-section of laboring people 
were handed the same list and 
-asked: “Suppose there were a 
house for rent in your neighbor. 
hood, which two of these kinds 
of people would you least like 
to see move in?” Again Negroes 
and Jews were named first as 
undesirable, and the Chinese 
third. A cross-section of factory 
workers were given the same 
list and were asked: “Are there 
any on this list you’d refuse to 
work with on a job if they had 
a postition equal to yours and 
worked side by side with you?” 
Twenty-five per cent of the fac- 
tory workers in a national cross- 
section said they would refuse to 
work beside Negroes, 6 per cent 
said they would refuse to work 
beside Jews and 6 per cent said 
Chinese.

In December, 1942, a national 
cross-section of farmers was ask: 
ed the same question, and 17 per 
cent of them named Negroes, 8 
per cent named Jews and 5 per 
cent Chinese. 

In September, 1943, this ques. 
tion was asked: “Are there any 
groups of people. you think are 
trying to get ahead at the ex- 
pense of people like you?” Ex- 
actly a third thought there were, 
a third thought there were not, 
and a third were uncertain. 

This fear was most prevalent 
in the New England and Middle 
Atlantic states. Those who had 
answered this question affirma- 
tively were asked which groups 
they thought were trying to get 
ahead at the expense of people 
like them. Jews were named by 
22 per cent, big businessmen by 
12 per cent, labor groups 9 per 
cent, politicians Ly 6 per cent, 
black-market operators by 4 per 
cent, “the rich” by 4 per cent 
and Negroes by 3 per cent. 

During that same month this 
question was asked: “Are there 
any groups of people in_ this 
country you feel might be harm- 
ful to the future of the country 
unless they are curbed?” Thirty- 
two per cent answered yes, 36 
per cent said no and 32 per cent 
were uncertain.

Anti-Semitism Going Up 


Commitiee Report Show 
By DAVID C. GROSS

NEW YORK—Since 1940 the 
American Jewish Committee, un- 
der the direction of Dr. Raphael 
Mahler, has been conducting an 
extensive poll of public opinion 
regarding the average American’s 
attitude toward Jews. This sur- 
vey, although thoroughly compre- 
hensive and completed, has not 
been revealed by the AJC for rea- 
sons unexplainable to this writer. 

In order to acquaint the Post’s 
readers with what we have been 
able to learn about this poll, we 
are presenting herewith a few 
salient facts from the poll. From 
1940 through 1944 some 40,000 
people from all walks of life have 
been questioned about their atti- 
tude toward Jews. During these 
four years, many of those ques- 
tioned were polled each year in 
order to determine the degree of 
friendliness or unfriendliness to- 
wards Jews which was influenced 
by the continuance of the war. 

Two significant and startling 
facts which the survey disclosed 
were that at the outbreak of war 
in 1941 30 per cent of those ques- 
tioned declared they were friend- 
ly to Jews but in 1944, after three 
years of rising hardships and in- 
creased casualty lists, the percent- 
age of those polled who said they 
were still friendly to Jews was 22 
per cent—and going down. 

The other point which the poll 
makes is that out of every eight 
Americans one may be considered 
violently anti-Semitic, that is, 
ready to commit acts of violence 
against Jews because they are 
Jews, The other seven vary in 
degrees from hostility to coolness 
to uncertainty to friendliness.

being named by 16 per cent. But 
Jews were a close second with 
14 per cent. And _ ironically 
enough, German Bundists and 
Japanese trailed along in third 
and fourth places, being named 
by 10 per cent and 9 per cenit, 
respectively.

Late in i944 a national cross- 
section of people were asked: 
“Are there any groups you think 
are sometimes apt to cause 
trouble when mixed in with other 
workers?” Forty-eight per cent 
answered either that they knew 
of no such groups or that they 
weren't sure, but 7 per cent 
named Jews. 

The answers to these questions 
since they ail explore the prob- 
lem from different angles, pro- 
vide no clews as to whether anti- 
Semitism is imcreasing or not.

CHICAGO—William H. John.

Fif- 
ty-three per cent of our people 
reported that they thought there 
was but little hostility and it is 
encouraging that those so report- 
ing represented a majority of 
both sexes, all age groups, all 
economic levels and both Cath- 
olics and Protestants. Thirty- 
three per cent of the total pop- 
ulation, however, felt there was 
a growing hostility, and 15 per 
cent were uncertain.

International Loan to Bring 
1,000,000 to Palestine Suggested 


248,000 Rumanian 
Jews Ready to Go 
To Palestine—Report 


Jewish Telegraphic Agency 

TEL AVIV —Eliahu Dobkin, 
chief of the immigration depart- 
ment of the Jewish Agency for 
Palestine, declared at the confer- 
ence of the Histadruth now in 
session here, that of the 310.000 
Jews in Rumania about 248,000 
have indicated a willingness to 
settle in Palestine. 

He said more than 50,000 had 
already registered with the prop- 
er officials and that thousands are 
waiting to submit their applica- 
tions. Mr. Dobkin said that, on 
the basis of reports received by 
the Agency, about 1,000,000 Jews 
in occupied and liberated Europe 
are anxious to settle in Palestine 
as soon as, or even before the war 
is over. 


JTA Paris Office 
In Operation Again 


Jewish Telegraphie Agency 
PARIS—The offices of the Jew- 
ish Telegraphic Agency, closed 
since the occupation of Paris 
by the Germans, re-opened this 
week resuming the distribution 
of Jewish news in the French 


language to newspapers, institu 
tions and individuals. 

Jewish leaders here, after be- 

ing isolated from the rest of 
the Jewish world for more than 
four years, hailed the resumption 
of the JTA service which in- 
cludes the publication in Paris 
of a daily news bulletin report- 
ing on Jewish life all over the 
world. The bulletin will also 
reach Jews in Belgium, Holland 
and other liberated territories. 
- The office of the Jewish Tele- 
graphic Agency in Paris, which 
had been in existence for more 
than twenty years, ceased func- 
tioning on the day the German 
Army entered Paris. It was 
among the first offices ransacked 
by the Gestapo immediately af- 
ter the occupation of the city.

NEW YORK—A leading rabbi 
of this city, who is well-known as 
a militant enemy of subversive 
and anti-Semitic movements in 
the United States, this week told 
the Jewish Post that numerous 
universities in the United States, 
particularly in the midwest, were 
setting unofficial quotas on the 
number of Jewish students they 
would accept. 

Rabbi J. X. Cohen, who made 
this assertion, is an associate rab- 
bi of the Free Synagogue and ac- 
tive in the American Jewish Con- 
gress. He cited as an example 
of the’ so-called self-imposed 
“quota system” the case of a state 
universitys medical school in one 
of the Missouri Valley states 
whose name he was not at liberty 
to disclose. 

“In this state,” Dr. Cohen said, 
“the population is predominantly 
non-Jewish—in fact only 2 per 
cent is Jewish. That’s what made 
the school decide to restrict the 
Jewish students to 2 per cent.” 

So far as is known this is the 
first time an American university 
has definitely effected the vicious 
European “numerus clausus” sys- 
tem, which restricted the number 
of Jewish students in Hungarian, 
Rumanian and Polish schools of 
higher learning to limited per- 
centages.

France Names Jew 
To Restore Property

PARIS—The French Telegraph- 
ic Service today reported that 
Professor Emile Terroine has 
been appointed by the Ministry of 
Finance as head of the depart- 
ment for the restitution of Jewish 
property. 

Prof. Terroine’s appointment 
follows his work in restoring 
Jewish property in Lyons, where 
+e was professor of physiology in 
the local university. Under the 
Vichy regime he was imprisoned 
and held in Fort de Montluck. 

The New York Times reports 
today from Paris that yellow 
stickers adorned with black swas- 
tikas and inscriptions in red let- 
‘ering are appearing on store win- 
dows in Paris and _ provincial 
cities reading “This establishment 
has been stolen by a _ profiteer 
under German occupation.” ‘The 
stickers, which are identical in 
appearance with those displayed 
during the German occupation on 
shops owned by Jews, represent 
a protest against the delay of the 
French government in returning 
to the Jewish owners property 
that was confiscated by both 
Vichy and the Germans, the re- 

ort said. 

The Island of Rhodes now has

“SABBATH” (THE DAY OF 
DELIGHT); Abraham E. Mil- 


ligram; 494 pages; Jewish 
Publication Society. 
HIS is both an important 


and a delightful volume di- 
vided, into three books, with 
twenty-one chapters plus an in- 
valuable music supplement. The 
rich and varied contents shouid 
provide profit and enduring joy 
to the casual reader as well as 
to the student. That it will con- 
tribute towards a revival of the 
Sabbath may be doubtful. What 
is not doubtful is that it will re- 
inforce the truth that we have 
sustained an irreparable _ spir- 
itual loss when we have made 
of the Sabbath merely another 
work day. 

Book One, “The Sabbath in 
Practice” describes the Sabbath 
as it is observed—or should be 
—in home and synagogue. The 
many choice table hymns (Zem- 
irot) and prayers for Friday eve- 
ning; “The Sabbath Hour for 
Children”; and “Poems” dealing 
with one or more aspects of 
“The Day of Delight” will please 
both young and old. 

Book Two, entitled “The Sab- 
bath in History” by virtue of its 
challenging contents defies both 
description or summary. The cru- 
cial role the Sabbath played dur- 
ing the centuries of Jewish life 
becomes clear. All Jewish litera- 
ture, ancient as well as modern, 
secular as well as sacred have 
praised the institution and ex- 
tolled its lasting spiritual influ- 
ences. The author’s interpreta- 
tion of Sabbath discipline brand- 
ed by the ignorant as “burden- 
some” should prove enlightening. 
A Sabbath observer finds liter- 
ally nothing in the day’s regimen 
burdensome. 

Dr. A. W. Binded contributes 
an illuminating discussion on the 
music which the Sabbath devel- 
oped, both religious and secular, 
and how in turn the latter con- 
tributed to make the day one of 
joy and delight. Even art was 
enlisted, and Rachel Wischnitzer 
writes an interesting chapter on 
the subject. The enrichment of 
soul the religious and spiritual 
solace, which the Sabbath pro- 
vided the Jew till modern times, 
defy description. Certainly, with- 
out the Sabbath, Jewish life 
will continue to grow even more 
sterile than it is now. 

“The Sabbath in History”, the 
third book, describes the begin- 
ning of the institution—and the 
author denies its Babylonian ort- 
gin with convincing reasons; 
how the Church under the in- 
fluence of Paul, who proudly 
confessed, “I am made all things 
to all men” transformed the 
Pagan Sun-day into the weekly 
day of rest, so as to break every 
link with Judaism; how divers 
Jewish communities in distant 
parts of the world celebrated the 
day, etc.” The discussion is al- 
ways interesting and on a high 
intellectual level. 

Since much of the Sabbath 
spirit and beauty are expressed 
in music, in special songs and 
chant, the Music Supplement is 
truly invaluable. It includes 
words and music of liturgical 
selections, table hymns, and 
songs which have become iden- 
tified with the Oneg Shabbath 
afternoon. Even the Torah can-

tend feel that they have done 
their duty towards the Sabbath” 
(Pg. 163). Dr. Joseph Silverman 
also warned that “a late Friday 
evening service does more harm 
to the Sabbath than the institu- 
tion of Sunday service, because 
by some peculiar reasoning peo- 
ple believe that if they attend 
synagogue for thirty minutes 
Friday evening, “they are then 
keeping the Sabbath.” We cer. 
tainly have travelled very far 
since~the day when these words 
were spoken. Our problem is not 
the preservation of the Sabbath, 
but the salvaging of a portion of 
some Sabbath spirit on Friday 


evening.

Jewish Committee declared this 
week that Bulgaria had had “am- 
ple time” in the two and a half 
months since signing an armistice 
with the United Nations to halt 
discrimination against Jews.

Russia “to do everything in their 
power toward removing discrimi- 
nation still in force against the 
Jews in Bulgaria and restoring to 
them their rights and 
sions.” 

Former Justice Joseph M. Pro- 
skauer, president of the commit- 
tee, charged the Bulgarian gov- 
ernment with making “promises 


posses- 


to the Jews which it does not 
honor.” 
“The government,” he wrote, 


announced that seizure of Jewish 
property would be nullified, but 
at the same time it has showed 
that no Bulgarian will be com- 
pelled to give up any Jewish pos- 
session that he acquired under the 
German or Bulgarian Nazis.” 


All Germans Guilty, 
Nazi Paper Says

GENEVA—The blunt assertion 
that all Germans are guilty of 
participating in the carrying out 
of anti-Jewish measures and that 
not a single German ever had any 
scruples against the Aryanization 
of Jewish property was made last 
week by the Schwarze Korps, of- 
ficial organ of the Gestapo, a copy 
of which arrived here. 

The paper chides the Germans 
who hope to escape Allied punish- 
ment by professing ‘innocence.” It 
said “there are no innocents in 
Germany” and that those now 
posing as “innocent lambs” had 
never done anything against the 
Nazi regime. “The difference be- 
tween them and the others,” the 
paper added, “is that they merely 
picked the best bets, but did not 
want to share the risks.”

The following letter, written to 
his grandparents by a 12 year old 
boy, member of a prominent In- 
dianapolis family now living in 
Florida was copied by the grand- 
parents and sent proudly to many 
members of the family, one of 
whom brought it to the attention 
of The Jewish Post. Excerpts are 
reprinted.

Dear Nan and Freddy Readdy: 


I like my school very much. 

I want to tell you something 
dreadful that happened in my 
class room. 

Somebody (David Grey) stood 
up to make a short talk on “What 


happened in the Hurricane to 
me.” He said something about 


when he was going to a hotel, 

that he saw two big old fat Jews, 

and it made him mad. 
Everybody just laughed. 


I gritted my teeth, and the 
worst of all, the teacher (Mr. 
Anderson) just laughed with 


them, and allowed such a horrid 
conservation to go on. 

I felt like saying right into 
their faces, ‘God put them on this 
earth, and if you don’t like the 
idea, that is just too bad. Just 
because you hate one Jew, or five, 
why hate all of them. Jesus was 
a Jew, and I suppose if Jesus 
was sitting on the porch of the 
hotel, “Oh look at that big fat 
Jew.” Jesus never in the history 
of his life taught anybody to hate 
the Jews. 


People that are christians, are 
not Christians if they hate any- 
body.” Just to think such horrible 
conversations, and people of that 
kind, would be in Miami Country 
Day Schoel. I am ashamed to even 
teil it to a soul, (not only that, 
but other terrible conversations 
which are worse, I’m not telling 
them, they are too awful, about 
Negroes, Jews and Catholics.) 

It’s too awful to think. I do not 
see how people can be that way. 
Our sitter was a Jew. I never 
thought I could meet a Jew like 
Mrs. Berppie (Mrs. Berppie is one 
of*the nicest persons I have ever, 
in my life, met.)

ENRY WALLACE is the 
darling of the entire Yid- 
dish press! 

It has nothing to do with Jews 
as such. These papers’ 1944 sup- 
port of Roosevelt was cynically 
discounted as a “Jewish” maneu- 
ver. But now, in their defense of 
Wallace, they reveal themselves 


for what they are—pure New 
Dealers, all of them. 
Only a few years ago, the 


Morning Journal was Republican, 
the Day independently conserva- 
tive, and the other papers leftist. 
Today in American politics, it is 
hard to distinguish among them. 

The situation reflects some kind 
of new stand by American Jewry 
as a whole.

Is Jewish Blood So Cheap”? 

A though a knife were stuck 
into its heart, the press cries its 
agony at developments in the War 
Crimes Commission.

The answer is blackmail, hints 
the Journal’s J. Fishman.

“gentleman.” Even Lloyd George 
wrote friendly things about him.

JAKE, THE PEDDLER 
AND ABE LINCOLN 


N Abraham Lincoln, whose 

birthday we celebrate today, 
America had a great American 
and a lover of mankind. Around 
his name legends have grown 
to illustrate his kindliness, his 
justice, his humor, and his great 
strength to fight for what he 
felt was right. In any collection 
of stories about American lead- 
ers, you will find more anec- 
dotes about Abraham Lincoln 
than about almost any other 
well known figure. To white and 
biack, Jew and Gentile, whether 
or not they agreed with his pot- 
icies, Lincoln’s spirit glowed like 
a clear flame. 

There is a story, by Elma Ehr-. 
lich Levinger, of the cold stormy 
night when young Abraham Lin- 
coln was reading behind the 
stove in his little general store 
in New Salem, Ill. There was a 
knock on the door and Lincoln 
slid back the bolt to admit a 
peddler, half frozen and coveren 
with snow. 

When the visitor had _ been 
helped off with his wet things 
and warmed by the stove, Lin 
coln said to him, 

“You must be Jake the Ped- 
dler. I have often wanted to 
meet and talk to you.” 

The stooped little man with a 
grey-streaked beard and weary 
eyes said curiously, “Why should 
you want to speak with me?” 

“Because I have heard you 
are a Jew and I have never met 
a Jew except in the Bible. Jon- 
athan and Moses and David— 
When I read of them I would 
like to be a Jew.” 

“But that was long ago,” the 
peddler reminded him. “Once we 
were kings and prophets and 
priests—but now! Ah, young 
man, I come from Europe to 
forget what I saw 
wretched slavery of my people, 
the massacre that robbed me of 
my wife and children—. Over 
there it is hard to be a son of 
Moses and David for we pay for 
the honor with our lives.” 

With great pity, the younger 
man laid his hand on the other’s 
shoulders. Then he said, “But 
now you are in America.” 

“Yes,” Jake replied and raised 
his head proudly. “Now I am 
in America. I am poor because 
I lost all I had. But I can work 
for my living. It is a wonderful 
land where all men may _ be 
free.” 

Abraham Lincoln spoke of the 
negro slaves he had seen sold 

‘on the block at New Orleans 
and the dreadful things they un- 
derwent. He said, “I cannot for- 
get just as you cannot forget 
the horrors you have known, and 
some day America will remem- 
ber to wipe out this horror. 
When we learn to obey the laws 
of your people, which they haye 
served even at the cost of their 
lives, we will be a great coun- 
try,” he said. “For then there 
will be no slave among us, Jew 
or Gentile, black or white.”

A long time later when Abra- 
ham Lincoln was president dur- 
ing the War Between tie States 
another incident took place 
where Lincoln proved his great 
heart. 

A young Jewish 
beén court martialed and con- 
demned to be shot the next 
morning. It was at a crucial 
time of the war when every sol- 
dier was needed and the strict- 
est military discipline was being 
enforced. The boy’s mother had 
been on her deathbed and had 

-_ begged her son to come home 
just long enough for her to say

there, the. 


goodbye before she was to leave 
him forever. Unable to secure a 
furlough, the boy, in despera- 
tion, went home anyway to sat- 
isfy his mother’s last wish. Of 
course, he was arrested for de- 
sertion, tried, and condemned to 
death. 

His frantic family appealed to 
Simon Wolf, a prominent figure 
in American Jewry, to intercede 
with the president. Mr. Wolf felt 
his plea would be in vain for 
Edwin Stanton, Secretary of 
War, had actually’ threatened to 
resign if Lincoln did not stop 
pardoning deserters and other 
military offenders. 

Nevertheless, he went to the 
Hon. Thomas Corwin of Ohio, an 
intimate friend of the President’s 
hoping that he might have some 
influence with Lincoln. 

Mr. Corwin was sure the Pres- 
ident would have to refuse, yet 
he secured an interview for Mr. 
Wolf and himself. It was two 
o’clock in the morning before 
the President could see them and 
when he heard their mission, he 
said sadly, “Impossible to do 
anything. Stanton hds put his 
foot down and insists upon one 
of two things, either that I must 
quit my nonsense or he will quit. 
I don’t have to tell you, Corwin, 
how it hurts me to refuse you; 
but I must.” 
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Corwin turned to leave, but 
Mr. Wolf felt he could not stop 
until he had done his utmost to 
save the boy. 

“Mr. President,” he said, “You 
must pardon me for a moment. 
What would you have done un- 
der similar circumstances? If 
your dying mother called you to 
her bedside to receive her last 
message, would you have desert- 
ed to the one who gave you 
birth, rather than be a deserter 
in law, not in fact, to the flag 
to which you had sworn allegi- 
ance?” 

The president stood by his 
desk, his face troubled, and then 
he nodded and touched a bell. To 
his secretary he gave brief in- 
structions. A telegram was to be 
sent off and the execution stop- 
ped. He would not listen to any 
thanks and Mr. Wolf, who told 
the story to Mrs. Levinger with 
his own lips, believes the Pres- 
ident even told an amusing 
story before they left him. 

Months afterward, Mr. Wolf 
told the President that he had 
heard again from the family of 
the Jewish lad whom his mercy 
had saved. This time their letter 
did not beg for help. Instead it 
told with sad pride that the boy 
who had once been condemned 
to a shameful death had redeem- 
ed himself at the Battle of Cold 
Harbor and had laid down his 
life for his country. 

“Mr. Wolf,” said the Presi- 
dent, “I thank God for having 
done what I did.’’—From “More 
Stories of the New Land,” by 
Levinger. 


THE QUESTION OF DATING 
JEWISH GIRLS-GENTILE BOYS

talking about going out with boys 
and the conversation turned to 
whether or not Jewish girls 
should accept dates from Gentile 
boys. A friend of the Junior Post, 
who was there, persuaded two of 
the girls to write their opinions 
for you to read. What do you 
think, you boys and girls who are 
going out just for fun? Do you 
have mixed crowds? Does it work 
out happily? We’d like to hear 
from you?

Dear Junior Post: 

A question comes up in every 
person’s life at one time or other, 
having no consideration in age. 
Though I am only fifteen, the 
problem has repeatedly come to 
me as I know it has come into 
the lives of other boys and girls 
of teen age. This is a problem of 
Jew and Gentile, of their religious 
differences and how to overcome 
the prejudice that enters with it. 

Practically no average boy or 
girl of today can honestly say 
that he is a real Christian, or 
Jew. Oh yes, we obey the reli- 
gious customs as our parents do, 
such as going to Church on Sun- 
day and observing the holidays, 
but though we believe in God, we 
are none of the former faiths. 

As to the prejudice, there would 
be none whatsoever if it were 
not for the parents’ influence on 
their children. This is wholly 
true in both Jewish and Gentile 
homes. 

I know that I would certainly 
go out with a Gentile just as soon 
as with another Jew if it were 
not for my family. They believe 
that if I should start going out 
with a Gentile boy, I would end 
up marrying him. In fact my 
mother forbids it. 

I had no such thought until 
my mother spoke of it. I just 
think of dating a Gentile or Jew- 
ish fellow as going out for some 
fun. If it were not for the older 
people’s ideas being transferred 
to the minds of their children, the 
racial and_ religious fighting 
could and would stop. 


The boys and girls are begin- 
ning to realize this fact and may- 
be as they marry and have chil- 
dren, these thoughts will pass 
down to them. In a few more 
generations, I hope as many oth- 
ers do, that there will be no prob- 
lem as big as this for boys and 
girls of my age to cope with.

Dear Junior Post, 

The question of dating a Gen- 
tile boy is one that most Jewish 
girls take too loosely. Some pro- 
claim that it doesn’t make a bit 
of difference to them, it is only 
because of their parents that they 
don’t. 

I am against dating a Gentile 
boy only if it is gone into seri- 
ously by both parties with the 
idea of marriage. If you feel it 
is just another date, go ahead, 
but only if the boy knows you 
are Jewish first. I went out with 
a Gentile boy who, I found later, 
didn’t know I was Jewish. One 
day he asked me if I was a Jew 
and when I said “Yes,” he tried 
hard not to believe it, but said 
reassuringly that I was _ nice 
“anyway.” 

That “anyway” hurt because it 
was the rest of the Jewish popu- 
lation he was talking about. I 
feel that there are good and bad 
in every religion and one should 
not condemn one person because 
of the undesirable of his race. 

There was one-girl who went 
as far as going steady with a 
Gentile fellow without any com- 
plications as to religion. That is, 
until they contemplated marriage 
and to what rejigion they would 
bring up their children. The in- 
evitable end came, leaving two 
broken hearts. 

So those girls whose parents 
don’t want them to date fellows 
of a different religion must rea- 
lize that their parents don’t fear 
the mere dating but fear for their 
daughter’s future happiness. 

With all the swell Jewish fel- 
lows, why look further?

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At Grips With Plato 

“The thing that needs licking 
in this Semmelweis story,” says 
my Plato, “is a sort of lie that’s 
in it. You’ve got the Public and 
the Authorities playing the vil- 
lian. I think we can make the 
whole thing more  understand- 
able by underlining the fact 
that Semmelweis is actually his 
own worst enemy. It's his char- 
acter that defeats him. You say 
yourself that he was _ insolent, 
snarling, hot-headed—in fact, a 
thorough heel. That is, looked at 
from the psychological point of 
view. And that’s why he doesn’t 
put his discovery over—because 


there’s a rotton spot in him.” 
“That,” I answer calmly, “is 
hogwash. Semmelweis doesn’t 
put his discovery over because 
there’s a rotten spot in the 
world. Because Audiences are 
idiots and Authorities are all 


swindlers.” 

“Now hold it,’ says Glaucon, 
“We'll never lick this story with 
that kind of talk. I think, per- 
sonally, that Plato has put his 
finger on its whole weakness. 
It’s the heel in Semmelweis that 
defeats him. And defeats his 
own greatness. I buy that, ab- 
solutely. What’s more, it im- 
proves the picture. We can get 
a great psychological document 
out of it—a sort of Jekyll and 
Hyde affair.” 

“Yes,” says Plato moodily, “it’s 
the sort of thing Dostoievsky 
would have written. The study 
of a heel—a great heel, mind 
you.” 

“Let’s talk about Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes,” I say. “You'll ad- 
mit that Oliver Wendell was no 
heel.” 

“What has he got to do with 
it?” Plato demands. ‘Please let’s 
not waste time on any sophis- 
tries. We’re talking about Sem- 
melweis.” 

“No,” I say, ‘we're’ talking 
about who is the villian—Sem- 
melweis or the world. And that’s 
where Oliver Wendell comes in 
—very logically.” 

I remove a little packet of 
notes from my coat pocket, con- 
sult them unhurriedly, and then 
continue, 

“Dr. Oliver Wendell 
presented his ‘Essay on Puer- 
peral Fever’ to the world in 
1844. He was thirty-four years 
old. He was probably the most 
charming man in Boston. He had 
a honeyed tongue. He was social- 
ly as graceful as a Chinese dip- 
lomat. And he wrote that puer- 
peral fever was caused by in- 
fection from dirty-handed doc- 
tors. He came to his discovery 
-through pure logic and the study 
of case histories. It the 
same conclusion that Semme! 
weis came to by experiment and 
medical genius.” 

I turn to another page of my 
notes.

“Death and the _ physician 
enter the chamber of the inno- 
cent patient, hand in hand’ is 
what Oliver Wendell wrote in 
1844,” I continue. 

“Then Semmeiweis didn't dis- 
cover it first.” Plato looks at 


me indignantly. 

“Thes truth was discovered by 
many men in different parts of 
the world,” I answered. “By Dr. 
Charles White of Manchester, 
England, in 1773. By Dr. Alex- 
ander Gordon of Aberdeen, Scot- 
land, in 1795. And by others. 
dn each and every case the 


| * truth was angrily discarded by 
| the world and its Authorities.

The notes are all here. But let’s 
stick to Oliver Wendell of 
whom we know one salient fact, 
to wit—he was no heel.” 

‘Do you suggest we put Dr. 
Holmes into the movie?” Glau- 
con asks a little sarcastically. 
“A sort of flashback and mon- 
tage affair. Very confusing to 
the story, I say.” 

“T suggest only that we 
him into this argument,” I an- 
swer, and then continue from 
my notes. “Oliver Wendell 
Holmes’ paper, superbly, scien- 
tifically and soothingly written, 
was violently repudiated by the 
obstetrical Authorities of Amer- 
ica. All of them. Its epochal 
humanitarian discovery was 
treated as if it were the bab- 
blings of a porch climber.” 

Plato, ‘n my day dream, does 
nothing more than scowl. I con 
tinue speaking. 

“Holmes’ ‘Essay on Puerperal 
Fever,’ identifying it and nam- 
ing its causes and its cure, was 
again presented to the _ profes- 
sion of Medicine in 1855. And 
again in 1906. It was denounced 
and Oliver Wendell with it. Two 
of America’s leading professors 
of obstetrics voiced the general 
argument. They were Drs. Char- 
les Meigs and Hugh Hodge. 
They declared Oliver Wendell’s 
discovery to be ‘the jejune and 
fizzenless vaporings of a sopho- 
more writer.’” 

“I wish,” says Plato, “that 
you would stick to Semmelweis 
and our picture and not go 
bouncing off into history. We 
are going to photograph a movie 
script and not a Public  Li- 
brary.” 

I continue inexorably. 

“Holmes, in republishing his 
repudiated essay, grew more and 
more polite. He called nobody 
‘Assassin!’ He sweetened his elo- 
quence. Listen to this. ‘I do en- 
treat those who hold the keys 
of life and death to listen to me 
this once. I ask no personal fa- 
vor, but I beg to be heard ia 
behalf of the women whose 
lives are at stake... It is as 
a lesson, not a reproach, that 
I call up the memory of these 
irreparable errors and wrongs.’ 

“Here,” I smile at Plato, “was 
no heel with a rotten spot. But 
Authority refused to capitulate 
to Oliver Wendell’s honeyed 
tongue any more than to Sem- 
melweis’ outcries. Women con 
tinued to die in droves—millions 
of them succumbing to childbed 
fever right on into the twen- 
tieth century, due to infection 
by doctors. Murder by Author- 
ity never let up. And not until 
1933 did the New York Acad- 
emy of Medicine appoint a Com- 
mittee to inquire into maternal 
mortality in this city. The Com- 
mission discovered’ the truth 
that Semmelweis and Holmes 
had offered the world almost 
a hundred years ago. Dr. Ben- 
jamin Watson, present director 
of Sloane Hospital for Women 
in New York City, writes that 
the Commission’s report was 
given ‘none too warm a recep- 
tion from some of the profes- 
sion’ in 1933, my good Plato! 
Nevertheless, truth finally tri- 
umphed. After a hundred years 
of murder and stupidity, it burst 
upon an astonished profession.”

“Only that you are a thump.- 
ing jackass,” I answer, ‘and that 
you haven’t a leg to stand on in 
your defense --f{ the world. Your 


theory that Semmelweis defeat- 
ed himself by his own faults of 
personality is knocked cold by 
the case of Dr. Oliver Wendell 
Holmes.” 

Plato is silent. What can h2 
say? How can he lick this un- 
lickable story? How can he turn 
Philip Semmelweis’ Cross into-a 
lollypop? 

But he is a wily Plato and he 
smiles at me. Despite it is my 
day dream and not his—he sees 
through me. 

“Why do you want this story 
made this way?” he asks. “Is it 
because you hate doctors?” 

“Not at all,” I answered. “In 
my mind the story has actually 
nothing to do with doctors.” 

“IT thought not,” says the wily 
Plato. “It has to do with priests 
and _ politicians, Congressmen, 
Foreign Secretaries, village bar- 


bers, university professors, 
clerks, amusement seekers and 
honest folk generally. Am I not 
right?” 

“You are entirely right,” I 


answer. 

“It is all these you hate,” says 
Plato. ‘May I ask why?” 

“Their minds only,” I protest, 
‘their triumphant cliches, their 
mania to protect their ignorance, 
their God damn’ snaffles, blind- 
ers, and surcingles.” 

And in my day dream a miser- 
able honesty compels me. I have 
to reveal a thing that will expose 
me as someone with a mission 
and not a scenario writer at all. 

“IT wrote the Semmelweis 
movie,” I say, “in order to drama- 
tize the backwardness and stu- 
pidity of the world. Semmelweis 
is only an accident that I use. 
The truth is I am writing a book 
about anti-Semitism and there is 
a villain I want to expose who is 
vastly greater than any anti-Sem- 
ite. I am aware of a character 
more disturbing by ten light 
years than any of the sick and 
abortive creatures I have describ- 
ed as anti-Semites. This is the 
character of the world itself. Ut- 
ter, blank, wooden-headed _in- 
difference to all truth, is the 
world’s deepest quality. There 
lies its rotten spot. The Bible says 
that it was-the Devil who entered 
Eden as a snake and tempted man 
with knowledge. This section of 
the Bible must have been writ- 
ten by the Devil himself. What 
the snake brought Adam and Eve 
was ignorance. He handed them 
an apple full of worms. And their 
descendants are still chewing on 
it, on actually the same apple.” 

“IT never imagined for a mo- 
ment,” says Plato, “that your 
Semmelweis movie had anything 
to do with anti-Semitism—or I 
would not have wasted my time 
discussing it. As a matter of fact, 
despite your rude talk about the 
world, I still see no relation 
tween them.” 

Would that I could be silent 
but my dream has turned entirely 
against me now. 

“Here the relation,” I 
wer. “If a world would not save 
mothers, imagine its incalculable 
indifference to saving Jews. It is 
in the world of these indifferent 
ones that anti-Semitism  flour- 
ishes. Anti-Semitism and every- 
thing foul. Tt is these Nice People 
who make all horror and wretch- 


be-

edness possible—by their  un- 
functioning Niceness. By their 
fierce pride in the little they 


know. By their abnominable lazi- 
ness. They are the neutrals—the 
myriads of neutrals—in the war 
between reason and unreason. 
To me these sleepy, dopey, primp- 
ing and evasive onlookers are 
the true scoundrels. They are the 
stillborn of the world. They are 
the vast army of social foetuses 
that clog the highways, the the- 
aters, the street cars and the 
halls of lawmaking. If I am look- 
ing for the villain responsible for 
the murder of three million Jews, 
I must, as an honest man, not 
single out a few anti-Semites, I 


must attack a world from pole to 
pole.” 

“You have come to the wrong 
place for such activity,” the wily 
Plato smiles at me. “Hollywood is 
not Armageddon. Here we do not 
seek to make truth triumph by 
the dubious business of killing 
off all its enemies. Whom would 
we sell pictures to, in such a 
case? To corpses? If you want to 
fight the world you must not be 
naive enough to ask the world to 
line up on your side. You’ve got 
to go it alone. And here’s your 
movie. Take it with you. I don’t 


think we can waste any more 
time on it.” 
“That’s right,’ says Glaucon. 


“We've got the story of Thomas 
Paine to lick.” 

“Yes,” says ancther of the 
payroll Hellenists, “we haven't 
licked the story about Kropotkin, 


the Russian hero, yet either.” 
“Very true,” sighs Plato. 


“We've got a lot of stuff to lick. 
And we're way behind schedule.” 

Plato walks out of the confer- 
ence with his arm around me and 
whispers to me in a very friendly 
voice, “Think it over. Gable, 
30yer and Cooper have all read 
the script. They’re all crazy to 
play Semmelweis.” 

Thus ends my day dream. I am 
almost sorry I started it. For like 
all day dreams about Hollywood, 
its ending is not entirely satis- 
factory. In fact, I have a feeling 
that it is Plato’s day dream, and 
not mine. For it is Plato who tri- 
umphs in it, Plato who ushers me 
and Semmelweis out of his sump- 
tuous door. 

Love Affair 

What a town that was—Holly- 
wood! (1925) It never slept. It 
had the look and sound of an 
aeroplane propeller—skimpy and 
powerful. You can fall in love 
with a city on sight. I fell in love 
with Hollywood the first night I 
spent in it. 

I came home at 8 a. m. (to the 
Rajah’s Palace in which the 
Mankiewiczes lived), having seen 
innumerable fist fights—one ex- 
cellent one between a husband 
and a most irritating wife; having 
made up a movie plot for which 
I was to receive a King’s ransom; 
having promised to abandon this 
King’s ransom and join in an 
enterprise, unnamed, with my two 
hosts—the brothers Selznick, who 
were dressed in white turtle neck 
sweaters and who spent most of 
the night battling with swanky 
hostesses alarmed by their prole- 
tarian appearance; having been in 
an automobile accident—our car 
demolished a lamp post while 
evading a motorcycle policemen 
(no one was scratched or stopped 
talking); having heard all the 
bosses of Hollywood denounced 
by every one around me as so 
many swine and imbeciles (in 
those days I always looked on a 
man who presumed to pay me 
money for my services as my im- 
mediate and outstanding enemy); 
having seen the dawn fill the hills 
with misty circus wagons and 
tipsy halos; and having so fas- 
cinated a troop of seven listeners 
with recitations from Gibbon’s 
history of the last Roman emp- 
that they followed me to 
the Rajah’s Palace and sat on 
the steps as I completed the 
story of Claudius and his pigeons 
—by which time it was nine 
o’clock and time for everyone to 
go to the studios and make 
movies. Having survived this 
night, I went off to my own place 
of employment, and the enchant- 
ments of the city continued.

Within an hour I was deep in 
intrigue against certain studio 
Satraps, and had learned to dic- 
tate to a stenographer. My name 
was on a door, dinner invitations 
poured in over the telephone, 
and an admirer of my books lay 
on the office couch drunk and 
sobbing that he was going to 
commit suicide because he had 
been ruined by Hollywood. (We 


gave this unhappy man a party __ 


that night and took him to the 
seashore in a roaring rain and 
waved him good-by as he swam 
out to drown. He was back on 
my office couch the next morning 
complaining that the tide had 
washed him back ashore to a fate 
worse than death—Hollywood.) 

I saw Richelieu and Pocahontas 
and streets full of pirates, and 
enamel-faced beauties in red and 
purple evening gowns; carpenters 
and Wizards and Russian Dukes, 
Poets and mudecaked Jungle Ex 
plorers, Moguls, Geniuses, Phar- 
oahs, and the Lady of Shalott 
all pouring out of a cornucopia 
and hurling themselves into the 
manufacture of the world’s great- 
est toy—the movies. 


So avid, so full of liveliness and 
mystery was this town that I had 
not time to contemplate it. I 
could only make comparisons. I 
remembered certain nights I had 
spent in Jim Colisimo’s cafe in 
Chicago. There at 4 a. m. the lead- 
ing burglars, yeggs, and vice 
purveyors of the city would as- 
semble, with their loved ones, and 
the loot of the day’s work would 
be divided between sweehearts 
and fences. Wine would flow, mu- 
sic play, and the _ occasional 
scream of a beauty smacked in 
the nose would arise. 

I remembered the storming of 
the Wittelbacher Palais in Munich 
by the Sparticusts led by Dr. Max 
Levine, Professor of Zoology, and 
Erik Muhsam, the _ vred-bearded 
poet, and the gaudy events that 
marked their brief reign in Ba- 
varia. I remembered all the hang- 
ings and gun battles I had seen, 
and all the Coasts of Bohemia on 
which I had played. And none of 
these memories was as fine and 
thrilling as the fact of Hollywood. 


Here in this city engaged in 
making a toy that was already 
Sweeping the world clean of Mah 
Jong sets, yoyo sticks, and lonely 


evenings, was everything and 
everybody — great thinkers, 
mighty swindlers, phantasts 


astride dreams as spavined as 
Rosinante, artists falling down 
stairs, poets screaming for help 
(I saw one catch fire in a fireplace 
seven feet high), millionaires who 
had not yet had time for a 
shave; here was a new-born aris- 
tocracy that had leaped seeming- 
ly out of nowhere—and over it all 
a promise of fame and riches un- 
paralleled in the history of belles 
lettres. 

I have written many stories 
about Hollywood and made much 
fun of its clap-trap splendors. I 
have criticized its whirligig cas: 
trations of the Arts, its triumphs 
over sanity, and its coronation of 
buncombe. But in nearly all ‘I 
have written there has been a lie 
of omission. I neglected to say 
that all these things I loved. How 
can you help doting on a town 


to daft, so dizzy, so sizzling; a ° 


town tumbling with the alarms 
and delights of a fairy tale book? 

I am older and Hollywood is 
older, but I never enter it—even 
with a touch of lumbago—but 
what I hear again its calliopes 
playing and see behind its now 
conventionalized facades all the 
happy sculduggeries and zany 
glamour of our mutual youth. It 
is the only place on earth where 
an adult can play pirates and In- 
dians; where an artist can sell 
his soul (nobody will buy it any 
place else for a plugged nickel); 
where an idiot can make a fortune 
and a genius lose his shirt—in a 
twinkling; where the travails and 
insanities of the world run al- 
ways second. If God sent another 
Flood I promise you that Holly- 
wood would photograph it, dub it 
for sound, and market it at a 
great profit as a work of Art. 
And rewrite it also a little and 
put a happy finish on it so that 
it would get by at the Box Office.

AL SEGAL Speaks on OUR NICKEL'S WORTH 





Sam Goldwyn Heads 
Drive For $3,000,000

UR temple had a congregational dinner 
recently and after dinner there was a 
symposium on the American Jews in the post- 
war world; What did the future have for us 
and all that? 

There were three gentlemen in the sym- 
posium but I guess a lot ~— 
of other gentlemen pres- 
ent should have liked to 
have their say in the 





matter. You know how 
that is: It’s all some 
Jewish gentlemen can 
take to have to sit still 
while other gentlemen 
are giving out their 
ideas. 


This Mr. Segal himself, who sat remote 
from the speakers’ table, should have been 
happy to get in his nickel’s worth, as they 
say; but, being the gentleman that he is, he 
managed to endure his inhibitions in silence. 

Yet he is in a happier position than others. 
For, whereas others have to swallow their 
words and mind their own business, Mr. Segal 
has a column. If he isn’t invited to make a 
speech he can say it in his column and no- 
body can talk him down. 

So, taking up the topic of that congrega 
tional dinner, Mr. Segal should start by say- 
ing that he is no more of a prophet than any 
of the three gentlemen who that evening 
looked into the fate of Jewry in the post-war 
world; but he is as good a guesser as they. 
(The profession of prophet has suffered some 
hard knocks in these evil years and tonight’s 
prophet wakes up to discover how wrong: he 
was last night.) 

This Mr. Segal’s prophecy is largely a pro- 
jection of his wishful thinking and his fears. 
His fears have to do with such characters as 
Mr. Coughlin. (He will call him Father Cough- 
lin whenever he takes up again the sweet 
graces of a priestly father who understands 
his paternal relationship to all the human 
community.) 

As Mr. Segal sees it, the fate of the Jew 
is bound up with the brotherhood and what 
does the Coughlin kind have in mind againsi 
the brotherhood? Mr. Coughlin speaks of 
Couglin as a symbol of a lot of similar char- 
acters. Sometime they carry the name Pelley 
and another time it’s Winrod or Edmondson 
of True. Whether Coughlin, Pelley, Winrod or 
Edmondson he is a menacing character to the 
brotherhood. 

In any preview of the post-war world it 
must be considered what place Coughlin and 
his ilk will have in it. After the war words 
and deeds that are called subversive now will 
become sacredly hedged in by the claims of 
free speech. Will the radio again give itself 
to multiplying hate-breeding voices in every 
hamlet, township and city? 

If radio rises to its responsibilities as a 
prime medium for brotherhood, it must come 
to distinguish between free speech and poison. 
It may not magnify the voices that by false 
hood turn man against man and attempt to 
tear apart the essential brotherhood. 

It may not permit the air lines, which are 
the common property of all, to be used repre-

hensively against some of the people. Radio, 
so bright with the latest wise-cracks, must 
also keep itself illuminated with the wisdom 
that understands that the freedom of speech, 
like other kinds of freedom, carries grave re- 
sponsibilities. Free speech without responsi- 
bility may be itself destructive of the democ- 
racy that is the guardian of free speech. 
(Vide the murder wrought by Hitler on the 
body of Republican Germany.) 

To ascribe to radio so much social respon- 
sibility is no exaggeration. In large part the 
disunity that now festers in America may be 
laid to the Hitlerian mouthings that Coughlin 
gave out in the late 30’s by radio. His utter- 
ances still are being chewed by more stupid 
people than he; they took them from his. 
mouth and spew them around to this day. 

If, after the war, hate again becomes a 
commodity to sell by air, like toothpaste and 
laxatives, the ideals of this war are betrayed 
and these children will have died on the bat 
tlefields in vain. (Mr. Segal has just heard of 
a fine boy being killed in Belgium. He hap- 
pened to be a Jewish boy. He fell with a lot 


.of other fine boys who were Protestants and 


Catholics. They died in brotherhood but what 
did they die for if the enemies of brotherhood 
are to have their day all over again after this 
is over?) 

These are Mr. Segal’s fears as he looks at 
Jews in the post-war world but his wishful 
thinking says hopefully, well, maybe the 
Coughlins and similar Gentiles will yet be 
converted to Christianity? Maybe from th 
travails of this war (the way the children of 
all kinds of people are dying together!) they 
may come to an understanding of the essen- 
tial unity of mankind. 

Maybe the Coughlin himself will bend his 
knees and bow his head in contribution and 
take himself to a monastery for life-long re- 
pentance. 

Yes, Mr. Segal’s hope for the Jews in- 
cludes hope for Gentiles, who by acceptance 
of Christianity may yet become civilized peo- 
ple. But your Mr. Segal is not so naive as to 
believe that large segments of the human 
race are capable of arising to high elevations 
of thought, word and deed by their own spir- 
itual power alone. 

He likes to believe that if all men are 
justly treated, if for all willing men there is 
a way to live and to bring up their children 
right, the dreadful tensions that produce so- 
cial hates will be reduced. 

He asks: Can demagogues persuade a man 
to envy and hate his neighbor when that man 
is getting what’s socially coming to him? He 
has a job, he has a decent house, his children 
have enough. He is content. 

Your Mr. Segal, who knows that the Jew- 
ish pain is not apart from the agony of the 
whole human body, hopes for healing brother- 
hood to come out a righteous social order. 
Only this morning (this is written on the day 
of the President’s re-inauguration) he heard 
the President’s faith in a world made _ bro- 
therly by justice. 

The Episcopal bishop and the Catholic 
priest who recited the invocation and the 
benediction prayed for the fulfillment of this 


faith. Mr. Segal’s heart knelt with theirs.

not idealists with a strong devo- 
@tion to duty. They blame the di- 
rectors of congregation for the 
degeneracy af Jewish life.” 
This is the substance of the 
lone article by the theolog. To 
rabbinical students (even as to 
the rest the population), the 
best tidbit and daintiest morsel 
of conversation is always about 
rabbis. Mention the rabbis: and 
all ears rick up, and everyone 
wants to his word in the 
conversation 
Now, let us go over some of 
the items of criticism. “The rab- 
bi is to be a leader . never 


a neutral force.” The theory is 


proper. Actually, however, rabbis 
are themselves victirns of the 
society. Rabbis are really not 
even™granted the chance to « 


velop full qualities of leadership 
Instead, the rabbi over the coun- 
try has to keep his eye on his 
job. 

Rabbis live under two constant 
threats in their profession: first, 
that of a measure of social iso 
lation; secondly, and of more 
consequence, that his re-election 
“S$ soon coming up. 

The social isolation means that 


; 


too often the rabbi and his fam 
ily are regarded as “outsiders” 
In any issue at all, especially in 
the small towns, the decision is 
always made by the officers of 
the congregation on the basis 
“that we've got to live here” but 
so far as the rabbi is concerned 
he can always pick up and go. 
The rabbi cannot expect to be 
upheld where this attitude pre- 
vails. 

The threat of non-election is 
very serious and widespread. Let 
a rabbi be too ambitious to as- 
sert his leadership, and he has 
alienated the sympathy and the 
support of his congregation. 
Without a congregation, the rab- 
bi is a misfit and an anomaly, 
unable to serve Jewish life. The 
short terms, the constant neces- 
sity of watching one’s election, 
the stern factors of uncertainty 
under which he works, keeps the 
rabbi in line and curtails his 
full development of those quali- 
ties of leadership. No leader can 
move faster than his group sanc- 
tions. No rabbi can serve his 
congregation if they think him 
too advanced for them. 

Look the country over, and see 
how few are the rabbis granted 
long tenure in their post. See 
how many and how often rabbis 
are made (even against their 
will) to change pulpits. And 
even men who have long 
service in one congregation have 


those 


benefitted by special sets of cir- 
cumstances. Nearly one 
has faced the dismal humiliation 
of frequent election. That set-up 
greatly handicaps the usefulness 
of the rabbi, and does not allow 
him to grow into his fullest ser- 
vice. 

No other group are so devoted 
to learning, and have a deep pas- 
sion for Jewish learning, as the 
rabbis. They are still the group

My Dear Mr. Swing: 

As one of your devout listeners 
and admirers over a period of 
years, permit me to express my 
profound disappointment and 
astonishment at your broadcast 
last night over WJZ. I am re- 
ferring to your remarks about 
the shocking disclosures concern- 
ing the Crime Punishment Com- 
mission. Instead of speaking of 
this disgracefal and shocking af- 
fair with righteous indignation, 
and instead of denouncing it as a 
crime equal and surpassing in 
moral depravity the actual ex- 
termination of three or four mil- 
lion Jews by'Hitler and his exe- 
cutioners, you discussed the 
whole matter in an academic tone 
and even tried to find an explana- 
tion for it by referring to “inter- 
national law.” 

The latter reference is adding 
insult to injury. Just imagine ac- 
cording Hitler and his Nazi mur- 
derers the benefit of international 
law! Anyone who today still 
talks of international law doesn’t 
live on our planet any longer. He 
must be a man who has been 
dead at least 30 years or one liv- 
ing in some other world unknown 
to us humans. 

Coming from a man like you 
with a world reputation of intel- 
lectual integrity and liberalism— 
that is until you moved to Wash- 
ington—it was most disillusion- 
ing. It hurts me to lose faith 
even in Mr. Swing. 

Now, permit me to analyze the 
case my own way. I need not 
describe the staggering magni- 
tude of the most heinous crime 
of all ages, namely, the syste- 
matic murder and extermination 
of a whole people, millions of in- 
nocent men, women, and children 
by the Nazis. It left us all numb 
in our emotional and mental 
functions. The hurt is so great 
that it does not permit even of 
the small relief of a reaction. 

Now come the revelations by

That is, however, for his secret 
private life, which he may share 
with a few colleagues or other 
friends. But to his congregation, 
and in his sermons, he is con- 
stantly compelled to be “modern, 
up to date, progress with the 
times, and not give us that Bible 
stuff.” I have heard that in 
many conversations. 

The young student also adds 
that he does not discover the 
rabbis to be “idealists.” No 
word in recent years has been 
so cheapened as the word “ideal- 
ists.” In our political life, the 
very worst that can be said of 
a person is that he is an ideai- 
ist, for it means a fantastic kind 
of moody-dreamer, not of this 
world, a diabolical schemer who 
has no practical sense and who 
is a disgrace to the society that 


allows him to live. In _ recent 
years, to be idealist has been 
made in America to have a dis- 
graceful, horrible connotation. 
Our entire society resists and 


condemns every idealist. 
Caught in that web of circum- 
stances, the rabbi is at a serious 


loss. The young student in his 
criticisms forgets all these 


things. He fails to see that his 
criticism of the rabbis amounts 
to very serious and very accur- 
ate condemnation of features in 
our civilization. 

So, here I am putting in my 
words for the rabbis. To show 
that I do not desert my business 
crowd, I shall now fecite our 
secret pledge and code of mem- 
bership in my crowd: “I pity 
the poor rabbi.”

Mr. Pell about the strange and be- 
wildering attitude of the Crime 
Commission on the top of the 
resignation of Sir Cecil. In re- 
ality the attitude of the Crime 
Commission is more humiliating 
and more hurtful to the Jewish 
people than the actual murders 
of the Nazis. It says in plain 
language that all Jews are beyond 
the pale of humans and that an 
open season is in force anywhere 
in the world which permits mur- 
derers of Jews to go free without 
punishment even if we have the 
power to punish. The moral im- 
plications of this shameful and in- 
decent attitude are worse than 
the act of murder itself. Your 
keen mind and analytical power 
will fully comprehend the magni- 
tude of this disgraceful situation. 

I understand why you are try- 


-ing to explain it, even though you 


admit that you did not agree with 
it. There were at least two pub- 
lic statements made by our gov- 
ernment and by His Majesty’s 
government of Great Britain in 
connection with the crimes per- 
petrated by the Nazis against the 
Jews. The Nazis were warned 
publicly in London and Washing- 
ton that they would be punished 
for these crimes, if I am not mis- 
taken also by our President in 
person. Hitler, however, is not as 
idiotic as people would want you 
to believe. He knew that all these 
statements were not issued in sin- 
cerity and that nobody will ever 
punish him for exterminating 
Jews. Otherwise he would not 
have dared to go ahead with his 
program. 

In all the magnificent and his- 
toric addresses to which Winston 
Churchill and President Roose- 
velt devoted many hours of 
thought and delivery, they have 
not once spoken of this greatest 
crime in history in suitable and 
adequate terms in describing and 


denouncing it, as for 
Emile Zola did in his famoy 
J’accuse for the sake of sa 
a single Jew. Neither have the 
employed any means of press 


and threats of retaliation agains} 


the Nazis for the murder of t 
Jews. In the light of the lates 


disclosures all these statements 


were a mere mockery and sha 
It throws a sad reflection upoy 
the manifestos and the veracity 
of other statements which the 
make to the world about demog 
racy and a new world order. Onl 
credulous fools will take suc} 
pronouncements seriously. 

It may be that in the circles } 
which you are moving now i, 
Washington there are some Je 
who don’t feel so keenly on the 
subject as this writer. Sure] 
the “Hofjuden” around Rooseve 
and Churchill do not feel the ki 
ship with the victims and th 
corpses buried near the extermi 
nation camps of Maidanek, Tr 
blinka, Osweicim, etc., etc. The 
are not getting a bit excited abou 
additional insults and threats t 
their people. The majority qf 
plain Jews, however, feel deepl 
this provocation and humiliatiog 
and the threat to their honor an 
to their very life.

SAYS DR. MAGNES TOO FAR FROM 
MASSES TO KNOW ZIONIST FEELING 


To the editor, 

Reading Dr. Magnes’ article 
in the Nation and Mr. Al Segal’s 
comments about it, I felt obli- 
gated to express my opinion. 

Dr. J. L. Magnes, president of 
the Hebrew University in Pales- 
tine, has come out again with 
his old plan of a _ bi-national 
state, this time in the monthly 
“Nation,” appealing to American 
public opinion. Formerly Dr. 
Magnes was one of the most suc- 
cessful Reform rabbis in’ the 
United States. His last rabbini- 
cal position was in Temple 
Emanu-El in New York, which 
is according to the expression of 
one of his apostles, the highest 
point any rabbi can dare dream 
to reach, going towards God on 
earth. 

In other words, if I understand 
it rightly, next to the rabbis of 
Temple Emanu-El, is God him- 
self! Naturally they must all be 
“anti-Zionists” or at least “rea- 
sonable Zionists” like Mr. Al Se- 
gal, who is very much in favor 
of the grand rabbi and his plan. 

Dr. Magnes plan may be call- 
ed the “parity” plan, which 
means equal population in Pal- 
estine of Jews and Arabs. He is 
afraid that any government im- 
posed upon the Arabs or Jews 
will create a state of war _ be- 
tween the two national groups. 
Therefore he recommends a bi- 
national state based on parity. 
Whereas the Arabs are now one 
million and the Jews only half 
a million, in order to reach par- 
tiy a half-million Jews shall be 
permitted entrance into the Holy 
Land of the three religions. 
Thereafter Jewish immigration 
shall be regulated by the bhirth- 
rate ration between the two na- 
tional groups. The Arab birth- 


rate is about double the Jewis 
one; and Jewish immigratia 
shall cover the differences. | 
somewhere in a harem an Ara 
woman gives birth to a baby, } 
certificate of entrance will 
sent at once to some Jew so 
where on the globe. 

If for some reason the A 
death-rate should increase, som 
Jews will have to leave +h 
country in order to: hold to th 
parity system.

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Need More Rabbis 


EWISH rabbinical bodies, sorely tried dur 

ing the present war because of the lack of 
rabbis, are giving considerable thought to 
figures of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
which show that denomination to have 10,000 
pastors to minister to a total of some 4-5,000,- 
000 members. As against this figure of 10,000 
there are not more than 1,600 rabbis, of whom 
somewhere just over 1,000 are English-speak- 
ing, for almost exactly the same number of 
Jews. 

Studying these startling figures, the Jew- 
ish Theological Seminary is said to be consid- 
ering a plan whereby it will subsidize its rab- 
bis who might locate in centers too small to 
provide them with a proper income until such 
time as they can build up their following in 
these communities to support them. 

This plan, and the plan for circuit rabbis 


te cover more than one small eommunity, witl 
provide the rabbinical posts which will make 
possible the enlargement of the rabbinate. At 
the same time, new rabbis will be able, if 
this plan is adopted, to go into sections of 
large cities not now served by a congrega- 
tion either of their own branch, or at all, and 
start out with a few people to build up new 
congregations. 


There is much to be expected from plans 
such as these. They will provide posts for re- 
turning chaplains. It will break into the ranks 
of the. unaffiliated, for many Jews today are 
not members of congregations. because they 
have never been approached, unsound as this 
reason may seem. And it will provide for the 
expansion of the rabbinate to a scale the 
size of American Jewish community warrants. 


His Courage and Wisdom Should Not Go Unrewarded 


O far no word has come of any pulpit be- 

ing offered Rabbi Harold Englander, 
whose courage and integrity as shown in the 
Kingston case, should not be allowed to go un- 
rewarded. 

The first news of the Englander case as it 
appeared frem the Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
cast some sort of a reflection of Rabbi Eng- 
lander’s tact, although unwittingly, so this 
paper has been assured by Boris Smolar, editor- 


in-chief, but the report of the Synagogue 
Council, widely spread about, establishes 
clearly that Rabbi Englander acted with ali 
the dignity and wisdom of his position. 

As soon as the restriction on filling of 
new pulpits is lifted at the war’s end, The 
Post hopes that Rabbi Englander’s interrupted 
career will flourish again in a new locality 
where the fine attributes he has brought to 
the rabbinate can be fully realized. 


What Jews Can Expect From the Big 3 Conference 


T can be safely predicted that the Jewish 

question, and that means Palestine and the 
destinies of the uprooted Jews of Europe, 
will be discussed and almost conclusively set- 
tled at the meeting of the Big Three now in 
progress. 

And in the same manner, it can be predicted 
that the minimum that will be decided on in 


respect to Palestine will be what amounts 
almost to as much immigration as the Jewish 


people want and can take care of in the con- 
sideration of the big powers, with the maximum 


quite possibly at a definite decision in respect 
to a Jewish State. 

As far as Europe proper is concerned, de 
cisions will be made which will guarantee the 
rights of Jews in every nation, insofar as is 
possible under international law. It is too much 
to hope for that international law might be 
changed to guarantee the-rights of the Jew 
so that the sovreignty of the individual na- 
tional may no longer permit it to persecute its 
minorities if it is so inclined, but perhaps the 
first decade of the coming peace may bring 
that about too. 


Current Comment 


The “Ideal Solution to the Jewish Problem” 
Called Audacious by The Every Friday of 
Cincinnati—The Catholic Telegraph-Register, 
a weekly publication serving as the official 
organ of the Cincinnati Diocese, in an editorial 
last week commenting upon the récent Ameri- 
can Christian Conference on Palestine, sug: 
gests quite seriously with pleading arguments, 
a unique solution to the Jewish problem. 

“In as much as the Catholic Church is at this 
moment observing the annual ‘Church Unity 
Octave,’ as we Catholics offer special prayers 
during these nine days that ‘all may be one,” 
says this Catholic paper, “it is timely to point 
out that the ideal solution to the Jewish prob- 
lem would be the conversion of the Jews to 
Christianity.” 

It is not our purpose to enter into a discus- 
sion with our contemporary as to the fallacies 
or merits of its solution. We could say that 
this particular solution is rather audacious, 
when during the past ten years hundreds of 
thousands of would be converts and converted 
Jews, yes and even Christian children and 
grandchildren of converted Jews were done 
to death upon the orders of Adolph Hitler whom 
one of the editors of this same Catholic paper, 
ten years ago took pride in calling “a prac- 
tical Catholic.”
